Grenier Dislikes Esterhazy. 

M. Grenier, former Prefect of Belfort, was 
the first witness called. He said he con- 
sidered Esterhazy to be an irresponsible 
personage. Esterhazy, he continued, was 
the orderly officer of the witness’ father, 
who always praised his fidelity and devotion, 
but Esterhazy, even then, was a disappoint- 
ed man. He was always complaining of de- 


-ception, grumbling at fate, and living in 


great style without means to uphold it. He 
had squandered successive legacies. _ 


Tells Esterhazy’s History. 

The witness, continuing, said he intro- 
duced Esterhazy to M. Jules Roche, re- 
porter of the Buliget of the Minister of 
War, who wanted an educated, intelligent 
officer, capable of explaining military tech- 
nicalities. No one, according to M. 
Grenier, was better qualified for this than 
Esterhazy, who spoke every European 
language and was thoroughly posted on 
military science and the general and military 
histéry of Europe. 


At Esterhazy’s tequest the witness made | 


numerous attempts to get him into the 
Ministry of War, which Esterhazy declared 
was necessary in order to enable him to 
pass for Lieutenant Colonel. 

M. Grenier continued that at that time 
Esterhazy attributed the resistance which 
he encountered to various people, includ- 
ing the late Lieutenant Colonel Henry, but 
when the witness reassured Esterhazy on 
this point, he exclaimed: 

It is the last thing I should 
for Henry to be nasty. | 

Colonel Jouaust—Did Esterhazy tell you 
he believed in the innocence of Dreyfus? 

The witness could not reply definitely to 
this question. He said his recollections 
were not sufficiently exact. He fancied Es- 
terhazy had said so, but he could not swear 
to it. . 

Story of La Joux, the Spy. 

Lieutenant Colonel Rollin of the Intelli- 
gence department was the next witness. 
He described the spy, La Joux, employed in 


the department as a bad spy,” whom it 


was found necessary to suppress. 
M. Labori asked the witness where he 
knew La Joux had offered to make revela- 
tions in the Dreyfus affair, and the witness 
replied that La Joux wrote to the Minister of 
War asking for assistance and referring to 
the Dreyfus case, 

The clerk of the court read a letter in 
which, after dwelling upon his services, La 
Joux said it was in consequence of Henry’s 
excactions that the spy, Cuers, had become 


an enemy instead of an ally. 


lle also described: a conversation with 
Cuers, in which Cuers declared Dreyfus had 
never been heard of at army headquarters 
in Berlin, and that on the news of the arrest 
of Dreyfus General Count von Waldersee 
summoned all the German military attachés 
in Furope to Berlin, and they unanimously 
declared that not one of them had ever had 
relations with Dreyfus. Cuers added that 
he himself had never heard of Dreyfus. 
La Joux then complained of his abandon- 
ment by the headquarters staf and of the 


ga ve him credit for most ot the success of 
their work in the Intelligence department. 

After the reading of this letter M. Labori 
inquired: 

“Can Lieutenant Colonel Rollin explain 
how a man, regarded as @ rogue and a bad 
egg, is now receiving a pension of 200 francs 
monthly?” | 

The witness replied: “ It is a doubt in 
recognition of his previous services.“ 

9 Labori asked — the witness as- 
sumed responsibility for the report of Nov, 
30, 1897, which was attributed to a foreign 
military attaché. 

Opposes Labori’s Question. 

The government commissioner, Major 
Carriere, protested against this question, 
saying it referred to affairs of state and 
should not be answered except behind closed 
doors. | 

M. Labori pointed out that he had not 
named anybody, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Rollin replied that he had no knowledge 
regarding the transaction of the document in 
question. | | 
Corners Mercier. 

At this M. Labori called tho attention of. 
witness to the cautious nature of his reply, 
and asked him how the document came into 
the possession of General Mercier. General 
Mercier thought the witness was not justi- 
fiel in answering. But, in reply to further 
queries, Mercier declared he took the full 
responsibility for the translations submitted 
to the court. é 

Thereupon M. Labori pointed out that 
when the document was produced General 
Mercier was no longer Minister of War, and 
asked what right, then, had he to have ba. 
his possession a document which was a 
state secret. 

General Mercier did not reply. 

Counsel then asked what right had Gen- 
eral Mercier to retain posession of all the 
documents in the secret dossier. 

General Mercier was silent. 

M. Labori—I am asking for the official 
responsibility, and I make note of the fact 
that it is refused. I will reserve the right to 
take all the measures which I think proper. 

Counsel added that he would, later, ask 
Colonel Jouaust to recall General Mercier, 
and would put numerous questions to him, 
to which, however, counsel added, he could 
foresee the General would refuse to reply. 

Reverting next to Lieutenant Colonel 
Rollin’s evidence, and the testimony Rollin 
had given of the spy. Cuers, M. Labori read 
the evidence of Cuers before the Court of 
Cassation, pointing out after such evidence 
none of the information which Cuers sup- 
plied in 1894 could be maintained against 
Dreyfus. | | 

Replying to a question as to the character 
of La Joux, and the confidence which could 
be placed in his statements, General Gonse 
handed in a report giving La Joux the worst 
possible character. 


Incident of the Lost Pages. 

Dreyfus then made a statement regarding 
a passage of Rollin's evidence referring to 
the searches made in his [Dreyfus’] resi- 
dence in 1804.

Colonel Jouaust—Some of the pages were 
missing of your notes taken at the lectures 
given by the military college.

The statis- 
tics ot Bryn Mawr, a college for women, 
show that only 32 of the 234 graduates up 
to 1884 have married, or only 14 per cent. 
Figures from the University of Kansas, a 
coeduéational institution, show that of the 
130 women graduates up to 1804 65 have 
married, or 50 per cent. Thirty-one of the 
sixty-five married fellow-st 
cating that propinquity is a good match- 
maker. Professor Slosson sums up the case 
by saying: “If you want young people to 
marry let them be together; if you don't 
want them to marry keep them apart.“ He 
is undoubtedly correct in saying that the 
enforced isolation of the sexes during the 
most impressional age tends strongly toward 
permanent celibacy. While one cannot quite 
approve of the catalogue of a Western col- 
lege that asserted there were more happy 
marriages among its students than in any 
other institution in the country, there is 
no denying that the healthful association 
of young men and women at college is a 
normal and desirable way of educating the 
sexes to know and appreciate each other. 
As the main object in view is education, the 
path to matrimony is through platonic 
friendship instead of through flirtation. If 
the marriages, even in a coeducational col- 
lege, are fewer than in outside society, they 
are at least founded om the realities of 
mutual knowledge rather than on the illu- 
sions of ignorance, and seldom lead to di- 
vores.

FOOD IN ENGLAND. 


With a refrigerator in every house, cold 
storage warehouses in every city, and re- 


frigerator cars on every railroad it is a 
little difficult to realize that the process 


of freezing articles of food to prevent de- 


composition was not perfected until a little 
less than twenty years ago. | 

In 1880 London received its first consign- 
ment of 400 frozen carcasses of Australian 
sheep, and though at first there was a natur- 
al prejudice not only against this method 
of preserving meat from decay, but also in 
favor of home-grown beef and mutton, the 
trade between Australia and New Zealand 
and London has increased every year until 
there are eighty-eight vessels engaged in 
the business with a carrying capacity of 
6,700,000 sheep per annum. A single vessel 
sometimes carries a freight of 70,000 car- 
ciisses of frozen sheep. At Nelson’s wharf, 
London, 10,000 to 12,000 carcasses are 
handled on the average daily, and one ware- 
house will hold 250,000—all of them from 
the plains of Australia and New Zealand. 

These figures are taken from an article 
in Good Words, which gives some impres- 
sive facts as to the development of the 
modern industry in frozen foods, especially 
as regards London and the colonies. The 
development of the latter is in no small de- 
gree due to this new branch of their com- 
merce. Sheep were imported into Australia 
with the convicts of Botany Bay a little 
more than one hundred years ago. With 
a small population and vast plains for the 
grazing of flocks the sheep increased until 
in 1867 one farmer is cited who for four 
months of the year boiled down daily from 
ten to fifteen hundred sheep for their tal- 
low.” From that time until 1880 it was a 
common thing in Australia and New Zea- 
land to kill flocks of sheep for their hides 
and tallow, leaving the carcasses to manure 
the ground, just as a similar course was tak- 
en with herds of cattle in South America 
a course that has frequently been paralleled 
in seeming wastefulness by American 
farmers burning corn for fuel. Modern 
invention and improved facilities in com- 
merce have changed all this and enabled one 
part of the world, in an emergency, or even 
as a regular part of commercial routine, to 
supply the wants of another distant per- 
haps more than half the way round the 
globe. | 

As the English writer points out there is 
an important distinction between chilled 
and frozen food. The supplies of meat that 
England receives from America are tech- 
nically described as “chilled,” while the 
meat sent from Australia, 13,000 miles 
away, is frozen, the longer voyage making 
this treatment necessary. Australia has 
seventeen and New Zealand twenty-two 
freezing works in active operation whose 
total capacity is above 7,000,000 sheep an- 
nually. As frozen meat, once taken from 
the cold storage warehouses, decom- 
poses rapidly, at least upon the surface,

HOUSEHOLD D 
It is not infrequently remark that 
the economy of the kitchen affords less 
evidence of invention and labor saving 
devices than almost any other artant 
department of modern labor—a fact which 
may or may not be properly attributable 
to general characteristics of the sex which 
usually administers the kitchen. 


The arrangements for delivering sup lies 


for domestic use and collecting certain 
parts of the waste likewise exhibit a lack 
of ingenious devices. The transition of 
commodities from the vehicle to the place 
of deposit within the house is a laborious 
one. This is particularly true of the 
heavier supplies, such as fuel, ice, and 
the more burdensome groceries. Coal is 
often shoveled out of the wagon to the 
sidewalk, then shoveled into baskets, and 


‘finally carried by hand to the bin in the 


collar or in an upper story, ice wagon 
stops in the street or alley and waits while 
two men unload the block to the ground, 
earry it to a clean spot, rinse it, and then, 
with another carry and a lift, place it in 
the refrigerator. The devices in 
operation in business establishments for 
handling supplies and products are in sug- 
gestive contrast to the primitive methods 
which so frequently persist about the 
dwelling-house. 

If one were tracing the social of the 
heavier domestic supplies from the mine or 
storehouse to the individual curb stone, it 
would be easy to find eligible paints for 
labor saving devites. The number of times 
coal, for example, is handled over before 
it reaches the delivery wagon, and the 
dust and loss of each han „are as 
suggestive of wasted coal as of wasted 
human energy. More improvement, how- 
ever, would seem to have taken place in 
the journey to the curb stone than from 
that point tothe grate. 

The manner of removing solid domestic 
waste is equally primitive and laborious. 
The highest degree of labor saving and 
convenience has long prevailed in the dis- 
position of liquid and soluble waste.

In response to the inquiry from a corre- 
spondent as to whether Queen Victoria has 
the power and constitutional right to dis} 
miss from office a Cabinet which enjoys a 
majority in the House of Commons, I would 
say that the British sovereign has that 
power. Queen Victoria, it is true, has never 
exercised it. But her uncle and predecessor, 
King William IV., in 1834 turned out of of- 
fice the administration of Lord Melbourne, 
which had an enormous majority in the 


— 


House of Commons, for no other reason than 


mere caprice. Of course, the Liberals thus 
ousted’ from power were extremely indig- 
nant at this dismissal. But not one of them 
attempted to deny its perfect legality. Now, 
no change has been made since that day, 
either in the te of the constitution or of 
the law of the land, which modifies the right 
of the sovereign to dismiss a ministry that 
enjoys a parliamentary majority and con- 
sequently the confidence of the nation as 
represented by the legislature. So Queen 
Victoria still enjoys the right, and could 


bury to Lord Rosebery tomorrow if any 
caprice prompted her * take such a step. 


Although the 3 conference at The 
Hague is dead and gone, yet it has just be- 
come known that it was Mgr. Tarnassi, the 
Papal Internuncio at The Hague, in whose 
face the doors of the conference were shut, 
that first originated the idea of the congress. 
Mgr. Tarnassi, who is of noble birth, a grad- 
uate of the Ecclesiastical College of Nobles 
at Rome, and one of the most promising 
members of the Papal diplomatic service; 
Was attached to the mission of Cardinal 
Agliardi on the occasion of the latter’s pro- 
ceeding to Russia to attend the coronation 
of the Czar. After the Cardinal had taken 
his departure from Russia it was found that 
Mgr. Tarnassi had remained behind. He 
proceeded to St. Petersburg, staid there till 
the Czar came on from Moscow; and there- 


the Pope suggested that the Russian Em- 
peror should publicly and solemnly call upon 
the nations of Europe to join hands “‘in an 
effort for peace and social well-being, and 
as a first step thereto to begin a reduction 
of costly armaments and miltary organiza- 
‘tions, which were threatening not only 
financial ruin, but also social disaster. 
Nicholas took up the idea enthusiastically, 
despite the opposition of his Ministers, and 
even at that time suggested to Mgr. Tar- 
nassi that The Hague would be. ‘the most 
suitable place for the conference. It was 
on this account that Leo XIII. appointed 
Mer. Tarnassi as his envoy to the Court of 
Holland to prepare the. way for the con- 
gress. The Pope, therefore, and his young 
representative felt that they had cause 
for particular complaint and dissatisfaction 
when in deference to the threat of Italy to 
absent herself from the convention if the. 
Vatican were represented the =p ag is- 
sued to the Papacy ag withdrawn.
